LIST OVER LABOR 
DAY RISES TO 431) 


CHICAGO, Sept. 8 (AP)—The 
number of dead from traffic 
accidents on the Labor day 
weekend moved past last year’s 
figure early’ today. The latest 
reports showed 431 dead in traf- 
fic accidents, 28 in boating acci- 
dents, 60 in non-boating drown- 
ings and 84 in miscellaneous 
accidents—a total of 603. 


The National Safety Council 
had predicted the 1958 figure of 
420 dead in automobile acci- 
dents would be exceeded.

In St. Louis county the principal problem 
is one of organization. Public education in the 
county as a whole is undemocratically or- 
ganized. Because of the uneven distribution 
of taxable wealth in the county, some dis- 
tricts have far greater ability to support 
schools than others. Consequently the quali- 
ty of education available to youngsters in the 
county is dictated largely by the accident of 
the child’s home address. Ironically, those 
districts with the greater tax bases provide 
superior opportunities on lower tax rates.

School district organization in the county 
can be changed by consolidations proposed 
by the County School Board; indeed that is 
this Board’s sole duty. But the consolidations 
proposed last year proved to be impractical. 

An alternative approach, and probably a 
better one politically, was recommended by 
the Metropolitan St. Louis Survey. This 
would permit the Superintendents to keep 
their 29 districts. But it would set up a uni- 
form basic school levy throughout the county. 

Unfortunately, such a program requires

areas. Most of these Americans, 
regardless of their educational, 
economic or professional accom- 
plishments, have no alternative 
but to live in used dwellings 
originally occupied by white 
Americans who have a free 
choice of housing, new or old. 


Housing thus seems to be the 
one commodity in the Americans 
market that is not freely avail- 
able on equal terms to everyone 
who can afford to pay. It would 
be an affront to human dignity 
for any one group of Americans 
to be restricted to wearing only 
hand-me-down clothing or to eat- 
ing the leftovers of others’ food.

Second, the housing disabilities 
of colored Americans are part 
of a national housing crisis in- 
volving a general shortage of 
low-cost housing. Americans of 
lower income, both colored and 
white, have few opportunities for 
decent homes in good neighbor- 
hoods.

MOST YOUNG PEOPLE we have met who are traveling 
with their parents find it very difficult, and there are moments, 
they have confessed to us, when they wonder why they ever 
brought their parents in the first place.

Salt Pillar to the Moon 


By Ramon Coffman 


I HAVE JUST learned an in- 
teresting fact. There is enough 
salt in one ocean to make a pil- 
lar which would reach to the 
moon! 


I have chosen the Aflantic, 
the second largest ocean, for 
this project in figuring. It has 
a Surface area of 31,000,000 
square miles, without counting 
various gulfs and bays. 


The average depth of the At- 
lantic is about two and a half 
miles, and it contains about 87,- 
000,000 cubic miles of water. That 
water has about 34% per cent of 
salt. 

When we multiply the amount 
of salt in a cubic mile by the 
number of cubic miles of water, 
we reach an enormous figure. 
The Atlantic ocean contains close 
to 3,000,000 cubic miles of salt,
